Requires Road 
Taxes Be Spent 
on Highways 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Constitutional Convention voted 
Tuesday to give initiated act 
status to a provision that would 
require highway user taxes to 
be spent only on highways. 


The convention gave the pro- 


vision initiated act status after 
rejecting a proposal to place it 
in the main body of the pro- 
posed constitution the delegates 
will submit to a vote of the peo- 
ple next November. 


The provision fell two votes 


short of the 51 needed for It to 
be included In the proposed 
constitution. 


Also defeated was a proposal 


to give the provision the status 
of a statutory act. The legisla- 
ture must muster a two-tliirds 
majority to change an initiated 
act, but needs only a majority 
to amend a statute. 


A prohibition against the di- 


version of Iiighway user taxes 
currently is in Arkansas' stat- 
utes. 


Heated debate preceded the 


convention's decision to make 
the provision an Initiated act. 
The biggest fight was over 
whether to give It constitutional 
status by including it in the 
main body of the proposed new 
document. 


Delegate Robert Meilwether 


of Conway, who opposed such 
a move, said the proposed ac- 
tion would be "contemptuous" 
of (list and future legislatures.

'No-Knock' 
Drug Control 
Bill Passes

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate debate on the drug control 
bill moved Into its final stages 
today with a hassle over lower- 
ing federal penalties for posses* 
sion and use of marijuana. 


Sen. Harold Hughes, D-lowa, 


In proposing more liberalize 
treatment of marijuana users 
said Tuesday the government 
should work more to rehabili- 
tate drug offenders. 


However, Sen. Thomas J. 


Dodd, D-Conn,, chief sponsor n 
the omnibus drug control meas- 
ure, said "This is not a rehabili- 
tation bill. This is a law enforce- 
ment bill. These amendments 
would take the heart out of this 
legislation." 


The Hughes amendment was 


aimed at trimming In half the 
original bill's penalty provisions 
of a possible $5,000 fine or up to 
one year in jail for a first con- 
viction of marijuana possession. 


The Dodd bill also sharply dif- 


ferentiated between the casual 
user of marijuana—or the col- 
lege student who sells a few 
marijuana cigarettes to friends 
at cost—and the professional 
trafficker in hard narcotics. 


Under the bill a professional 


criminal who derives a substan- 
tial percentage of his income 
from drug sales can be sen- 
tenced on a first offense from 
five years to life in prison and 
be fined up to $50,000. Further 
convictions are dealt with even 
more harshly. 


Hughes amendment was not 


aimed at the professional push- 
er penalties. 


Hughes introduced his amend- 


ment after a three-<lay fight 
ended over an attempt by Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., to elimi- 
nate a provision allowing gov- 
ernment agents to raid without 
warning a home where drugs 
are suspected being used or 
stored. 


Ervin contended the so-called 


"No-Knock" provision violated 
the constitutional guarantees 
against 
unreasonable search 


and seizure. 


However, in turning down Er- 


vin's bid 70 to 15, the Senate did 
approve a substitute amend- 
ment by GOP Whif Robert P. 
griffin that tightened the origi- 
nal bill's provision for Issuing 
the "No-Knock" war rants. 


In arguing for his lower-penal- 


ty 
amendment, 
Hughes also 


said the bill gives too much 
power to the Justice Depart- 
ment to decide questions of 
treatment and rehabilitation of

QUESTION: I may retire from 


my present job and start ranch- 
ing. Can I freeze my social secu- 
rity account until I am age 62? 


ANSWER: No. There is noway 


to freeze your social security, 
unless you become totally disabl- 
ed. 


QUESTION: What kind of drugs 


are covered by the social securi- 
ty health Insurance? 


ANSWER: Only those drugs 


that are furnished In the hospi- 
tal or participated extended care 
facility, or administered by the 
doctor, or under the doctor's 
direction, are covered. Pres- 
cription drugs are not covered. 


QUESTION: 1 will be G5years 


of age In May 1970 but plan to 
continue working full time. When 
should I meet with your repre- 
sentative to apply for Medicare 
and what should I bring with me? 
ANSWER: You should get in touch 
with us in Feb. 1970 three months 
before you are GG. Bringyour so- 
cial security card, your birth 
or 
baptismal certificate, and 


your last year's income tax re- 
turn. 


QUESTION:My husband and I 


receive our social security pay- 
ments in one check. Is It pos- 
sible for me to receive my wife's 
payments in a separate check? 


ANSWER: Yes. The husband 


and wife's check is usually sent 
in one check, because of the eco- 
nomy in doing so. However, If 
you prefer to get a separate 
check, send us your request 
In writing, and your payment 
will be sent separately. 


QUESTION'-. [ have been re- 


ceiving benefits from social sec- 
urity. I was married January 4, 
1770.

Bradshaw and Owens, the two 


most heralded members of col- 
lege football's elite, wound up in 
substantially different negotiat- 
ing stances Tuesday as the 26 
pro football teams drafted the 
first 182 of 442 players tobe tak- 
en In the two-day selection ses- 
sion. 


Bradshaw, a blond 6-foct-3 


Little All-America quarterback 
from 
Louisiana Tech, estab- 


lished himself as a strong threat 
to take a crack at Simpson's 
contract record when he was 
made the No. 1 selection In the 
entire draft by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 


Owens, the Heisman Trophy 


winning 
running 
back 
from 


Oklahoma, lost a good deal of 
his luster when he wasn't picked 
until the Detroit Lions tapped 
him No. 19 in the first round- 
after three other running backs 
had been selected. 


The contract target for the 


outstanding colleglaas was set 
last year by Simpson, the Heis- 
man Trophy winner from South- 
ern California who signed with 
the Buffalo Bills for $210,000 in 
salary, a $100,000 loanandsome 
$25,000 In performance clauses. 


Desplre the latest develop- 


ments, however, neither was Is- 
suing detailed contract positions 
although Cwens, who watched 
the proceedings In person at the 
draft headquarters in the Bel- 
mont Plaza Hotel in mldtown 
Manhattan, did say: 


"I'm not concerned that much 


about money. I'm Interested In 
playing football.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Con- 


victs pictured Arkansas' peni- 
tentiary system Monday as a 
place where new arrivals are 
indoctrinated by fear in a pris- 
on society in which "the big 
dog eats the little dog." 


Wayne Abraham, a former 


professional boxer serving a 
sentence for parole violation, 
said that among the first per- 
sons a new Inmate meets is a 
fellow convict who takes his 
"free-world" clothes and sells 
them to other prisoners and of- 
fers to "help" the new arrival 
for valuables such as watches 
and rings. 


"If a man comes to the in- 


stitution with qualities, he'll 
lose them in the course of this 
indoctrination — this fear," 
Abraham .said. 


"It's dog eat dog at the pen- 


itentiary," said Milton Sullivan, 
another convict. "The big dog 
eats the little dog." 


Abraham and Sullivan testi- 


fied on the first day of a U.S, 
District Court hearing before 
Judge J. Smith Henley on a 
series of Inmate complaints 
against the two Arkansas pris- 
on units—Cummins and Tucker 
Prison Farms. 


T h e 
inmates' 
complaints 


charges that the prison food is 
Inadequate, that sanitation and 
health facilities are unfit for 


humans and that the trusty 
guard system under which gun- 
carrying convicts guard other 
Intnates does not adequately 
protect their lives. 


Henley has indicated that he 


will rule on the constitutionality 
of the trusty guard system. 


Abraham and Sullivan were 


among six inmates who, al- 
though not a party to the suit 
against the prisons, volunteered 
to testify Monday. Jerry Aum- 
gartner and Karl Miller, two of 
the six, testified that they had 
been threatened with harm if 
they took the witness stand. 


The inmates told Henley that 


convicts had easy access to 
liquor and drugs, that prison 
food was lacking In quantity 
and quality, that homosexuality 
was a problem and that prison- 
ers bought and sold jobs. Four 
of the inmates testified that 
they paid trustys up to $40 for 
prison jobs. 


Sullivan, a former Arkansas 


S t a t e University basketball 
player and who served briefly 
as a Memphis policeman and Is 
now serving 10 years for bur- 
glary and grand larceny, said 
demand for liquor drove prices 
up over the Christmas holidays. 


He said a pint of "free-world" 


whisky went up from $10 to $15 
and a half-pint from $5 to $10 
and that "home brew," which 
normally sold for $4 a gallon, 
increased to $6. 


Sullivan testified that pills of 


drugs sold for 50 cents to $5. 


He also said that during the 


Christmas period inm.ites who 
worked in the prison mail room 
took for themselves 
"contra- 


band" articles that were meant 


as gifts for other inmates. He 
said a free-world warden also 
took 
a 
set 
of 
expensive 


toiletries home with him, 


Michael J. Gamble, serving 


three years for armed robbery, 
said trustys 
took free-world 


clothing of newly arrived In- 
mates and sold them to other 
convicts. 


Asked If homosexuality was a 


problem, Sullivan said, "There 
are situations there where men 
live like husband and wife." He 
said he once got into a fight de- 
fending a 16-year-old boy whom 
an "older convict" had tried to 
rape. 


Miller testified about homo- 


sexuality in the prison fields, 
barracks and loft of the peanut 
barn. 


All of the imnates testified 


that prisoners went without 
v a r i o u s clothing, including 
shoes, jackets, socks and sweat 
shirts, 
because 
they 
were 


issued none. 


Joe Michael Hendricks, 24, 


serving 26 years for assault 
witli intent to rape, said that 
recently inmates were forced to 
work in a field In which water 
from rains was over their boots.

Natural Gas 
Auto Fuel

WASHINGTON (AP) - Trials 


with a natural gas auto fuel 
have been so successful in elim- 
inating pollution that plans are 
under way to convert as many 
as 1,000 government cars to the 
new system by the end of the 
year, Congress was told today. 


In 
testimony 
prepared for 


the Senate commerce environ- 
mental subcommittee hearing, 
General Services Administration 
head Robert L. Kunzig said 12 
cars already use the new, 
low- 


emission fuel with 70 more tobe 
converted 
in 
the 
next 
two 


months. 


"I emphasize to the commit- 


tee that I hope to do this at 
little or no cost to the federal 
government," 
Kunzig's state- 


ment said. 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mlch., is 
considering 
a bill 
providing 


government purchase only of 
those automobiles certified as 
giving off the lowest possible 
pollution. 


The Initial GSA experiment 


was begun last October at a 
government motor pool in Los 
Angeles. 


Kunzig said 24 autos were 


used In all, 12 operated with a 
natural gas converter, and 12 
similar vehicles operated on 
regular gasoline for compari- 


son, 


A 
GSA spokesman told 
a 


newsman the converters cost 
$340 per vehicle to Install and 
take about four hours to attach. 


He said the GSA had discov- 


ered the natural gas cars, ac- 
tually get about 50 per cent 
better mileage than orthodox 
powered cars. 


The natural gas autos, howev- 


er, require two tanks of fuel to 
go eight miles.

Few doctors today would 


even consider making a di- 
agnosis of tuberculosis, can- 
cer, diabetes, pernicious an- 
emia, epilepsy or coronary 
heart disease, to name but a 
few, without laboratory con- 
firmation. 
Often 
speed 
in 


getting the lab report can 
mean the difference between 
early recovery and delayed 
diagnosis, complications or 
even death. Scrupulous ac- 
curacy, however, is never 


sacrificed for the sake of 
speed. 


Both accuracy and speed 


have been facilitated by mod- 
ern equipment. For example, 
an autoanalyzer can now 
make 
12 or 
more blood 


chemistry determinations in 
a matter of as many min- 
utes. When all the results are 
in, however, it is your doctor 
who must match up your 
symptoms, physical findings 
and lab reports to make the 
diagnosis.

A—Gluten is found in alt 


products that contain wheat, 
barley, rye and sometimes 
oats.

This 
points up a common dif- 
ficulty in prescribing diets— 
you can't always tell about 
the ingredients of processed 
foods. Corn, rice and soy 
flours contain no gluten, es- 
pecially if their labels state 
that they are gluten-free.

An independent is a broker 


or agent who writes policies 
with a number of companies. 
He works strictly on commis- 
sion. A company man is the 
salaried agent of one insur- 
ance company — and while 
he'll usually get a commis- 
sion on the amount of busi- 
ness he writes, he has a 
single-minded i n t e r e s t in 
selling the policies of X 
company. 


There are arguments, pro 


and con, for doing business 
with independents and with 
company agents. 


The company man, be- 


cause selling costs are gen- 
erally lower under this, ar- 
rangement, may quote'yoH a 
better price — especially on 
property and liability insur- 
ance. Life insurance premi- 
ums are pretty much the 
same, for any given com- 
pany, no matter who's quo- 
ting costs. 


But 
life 
premiums will 


vary quite considerably, for 
equivalent coverage, 
from 


one company to another — 
despite a mythology to the 
contrary. So you can save 
important money over the 
years by shopping around 
among the companies. That 
argues for dealing with in- 
dependents. 


Casualty insurance, on the 


other hand, may cost some- 
what less if you deal with a 
company man. But that can 
be offset, when it comes to 
handling claims, by the gen- 


eral proposition that a com- 
pany man tends to feel that 
his loyalty is to his com- 
pany, while an independent 
may (repeat, may* take the 
attitude that his loyalty is to 
his client. 


Yoti can sometimes get 


the best of both worlds oy 
dealing with one of the big 
brokerage firms, sufficiently 
specialized that you'll have 
one man handling your cas- 
ualty insurance and another 
your life. Rut whether you do 
it within a single agency or 
individually, 
you'll v e r y 


probably get better attention 
to your needs by having a 
specialist in life insurance 
handle that part of your in- 
surance program, and a spe- 
cialist in property and 
li- 


ability handle those insur- 
ance needs. 


Insurance has become too 


complex today for any one 
representative to be a'n ex- 
pert in all fields. 


What it all says is: Don't 


buy insurance — life or cas- 
ualty—in response to a gim- 
mick appeal. Develop a pro- 
fessional 
relationship with 


your insurance counselor(s), 
as you do with your doctor, 
dentist or (he's at least as 
important as) your plumber.

The Code of Hammurabi 


was 
written 
during 
the 


reign of King Hammurabi 
of B a b y l o n . The code 
s e r v e d as Hammurabi's 
amendment to the common 
law, The World Almanac 
says. Persons breaking the 
code o f t e n received the 
death penalty, and occa- 
sionally the offender was 
treated as he had treated 
the victim.
